It is 
definitely e: 9 eeted that these emigre historians will have o p p ortu nities in the 
course of tl» 12 or so days of the Oongreas to meet and to Jhe Sorviet Ukrainian 
delegatea. Ulth this and mth other lesa direct means, ABCA88CfttBf/l ia 
an operoj^on at elicltatian, direct gaeeti«wt«o ; , partial o r 

full zi»Bralta«i^~(ih tbat~orger) of the gomst Ukrainian delegates. To carry out 
this plan, ASULSSCHlBBr/l ia preparing to onnd to the Congrem not only above- 
mentioned well-briefad <»llaboratara as delegatna, but a T/A$ ABCiUi8|ltlffiS/i^, mw 
being trailed by 1IBZBK|K> whose ^b it mil b e to exploit these c<M:l»Dts to the 
fullest poudh^-antest^.
